SAN FRANSCO BAY CHEFOFS MAT, DES 


Surrounding Hills Covered with People 
“as Armada Enters Golden Gate 


San Francisco. — Through the 
réaching arms of the Golden Gate, in- 
to their haven of San Francisco bay, 
September 1, filed a stately armada 
of fifty-two ships—a gun-bristling 
steel bulwark aggregating 300,000 
tons—ma. red by 15,000 of the finest 
officers and men that ever trod quar- 
ter-deck and bridge. 

Never more need the coast gaze 
with anxious eyes toward the Pacific 
horizon with these formidable protec- 
tors at our gates.. 

And on these ships we have Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman’s officers and 
men—Admiral Sir David Beatty’s 
“Comrades of the Mist,” many of 
whom have felt the sting of the raw 
North sea when the famous Sixth 
Battle Squadron, under Rodman, op- 
erated with the British grand fleet; 
men who stood watch and watch in 
the squared areas, where lurked the 
sinister menace of hidden mine; men 
who helped cleanse the sea of. Ger- 
man taint, and men who helped take 
the army over and bring it home. 

With true naval precision and 
punctuality Admiral Rodman made 
the rendezvous off Bolinas Sunday 
night. Blinker and searchlight flashed 
signals down the line from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and in a few min- 
utes the ships were at anchor in ten 
fathoms of water, the big ships with 
forty-five fathoms of chein on deck. 
To the north’ard the destroyer 
force described an arc, their myriad 
lights appearing like the fringe of a 
city by night. Within the destroyer 
curve lay the capital ships, just in- 
side the lightship and fronting the 
Golden Gate, through which the great 
revolving eye of the Alcatraz light 
flared clearly. 

As thousands gazed upon the 
twinkling lights of the armada from 
the beach, thousands, too, aboard 
ship, looked toward the aureola above 
San Francisco, impatient for the 
morning entry. Bonita and Mile 
Rock lights gleamed brightly, making 
excellent anchorage bearings. 

Soon after chains were secured all 
hands, with exception of the watch, 
turned in to rest for the big day. 
After a night under the stars the 
morning broke gray with a light 
haze obscuring the southern head- 
lands. ‘ ; 

And at 10:20 o’clock came the sig- 
nal of executio —the flags, two 
blocked to the yard arms, shot down. 
A second later the New Mexico's 
engines were turning over, and with 
right rudder she laid the course for 
the North Channel. Quickly the oth- 
er ships of the litte fell into position 
at intervals of 500 yards. Following 
the flagship were the Mississippi and 
Idaho, the latter dropping and taking 
position astern the battle divisions. 
Flying the two-starred red flag of 
Rear-Admiral R. B. Coontz, the Wy- 
oming swung into position, followed 
by the other super-dreadnaughts, the 
Arkansas, Texas and New York. 
Came then the pre-dreadnaught Ver- 
mont, flying the three-starred blue 
flag of Vice-Admiral C. S. Williams, 
and leading the pre-dreadnaught Ne- 
braska and the armored cruiser 
North Carolina. In command of 
Rear-Admiral .W. R. Shoemaker, 
brought up battle division two, com- 
posed of the pre-dreadnaught Georgia 
and the armored cruiser Seattle. 
Astern came the destroyer force, 
composed of thirty sleek greyhounds, 
sired by the scout cruiser Birming- 
ham flying the flag of Rear-Admiral 
A. H. Wiley. i 
Completing this ten-mile pageant 
of fighting ships was the “train” 
composed of the auxiliaries Vestal, 
Glacier, Celtic, Oriun, Jason, Cuy- 
ama and Kanawha.

_ airplane squadron. 


FLYER FALLS INTO BAY 
AS FLEET ENTERS 


Civilian Aviator Goes Into Nose Spin 
and Drops; Rescued Unhurt 


San Francisco.— Going into a nose 
spin, the aeroplane of A. J. Bar- 
nelli, a civilian flyer, dived into the 
bay not more than half a mile 
ahead of the New Mexico Monday 
morning, September ist, just as the 
flagship was rounding through the 
Golden Gete. The machine was 
wrecked and the iver was 
under the water for a few seconds 
until he disengaged himself and 
came to the surface. 

Instantly the wrecked aeroplane 
Was surrounded by various small 
eraft. intent upon rescue.

San Francisco.—John Daggett, for- 
mer superintendent of the San Fran- 
cisco Mint, and Lienutenant-Governor 
of California in 1892, died Saturday 
night, August 30, at Black Bear, Sis 
kiyou county. 

Daggett, who came to California 
from: New York in 1852, was among 
the well known early Californians. He 
engaged in mining in Nevada in 1862 | 
and early in 1853 came to California! 
and entered State politics, where he} 
played a leading purt until his retire- 
ment from the superintendency of the 
San Francisco Mint, in 1897. 

Daggett was nominated for Lieu- 
tenart-Governor at the Democratic con- 
vention held in San Jose June 23, 1882. 
Genéral George Stoneman was nomi- 
nated for Governor on the same ticket. 
Stoneman and Daggett swept the State, 
defeating Morris M. Estee and Alvah 
Conklin, the Republican nominees, by 
18,000 votes, 

Daggett, during his term of office 
as Lieutenant-Governor, became con- 
spicuous because of his opposition to 
the Barr bill, a legislative measure put 
forward by the People’s party to place 
restrictions on the then growing power 
of the railroads. 

Th> bill passed the Assembly, but on 
several occasions, when under consider- 
ation by the Senate, received a tie vote, 
Daggett casting his vote against the 
bill and defeating the measure. 

Daggett was appointed superintend- 
ent of the San Francisco Mint by Pres- 
ident Grover Cleveland in 1893. His 
appointment was said to be the first 
time a large producer of the raw metal 
became a manufacturer of the finished 
product in the shape of coin. : 

He was a member of the old San

WESTERNERS IN THE UNITED

Additional Appropriation of $825,000 
Is Requested of Congress 


Washington. — President Wilson 


has asked Congress for an presi, 
‘appropriation of $825,000 for the 


expenses of the American peace 
commission in Paris from last July 
1 to the end of this calendar year. 

The President said. that up to 
July 1 the total cost of the com- 
mission had been $1,250,629 and he 
estimated that by the end df the 
year the total would reach $1,506,- 
706. <A part of this has been ap- 
propriated heretofore. 


the American delegation, the Presi- 
dent said, consisted of 1300 persons, 
but on July 1 this number had been 
reduced to 400 of whom only eighty- 
eight were civilians.

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KNOX SEES CENTURIES OF | 


Washington.—-Deciaring that the 
peace treaty cannot ve enforced, but 
will lay the foundation ‘‘for centur- 
jes of biood-letting“~“Senator Knox 
of Pennsylvania, a Republican mem- 
ber of the, Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee,. and former Secretary of 
State, told the Senate August 29, 
that the United States should decline 
to become a party to the settlement 
effected at Versailles and should 
negotiate a separate peace with Ger- 
many. 

“In its ‘hard and cruel’ terms, he 
asserted, the treaty imposed on Ger- 
many penalties which violate inter- 
national law and engender strife. 


When it began its work in Paris, | He declared there was no reason 


why the United States should pro- 
ject itself into the dangers of such 
a situation. 

“I think we should renounce,” 
he said, “in favor of Germahy any 
and all claims for indemnity and 
see that she gets credit for what 
we renounce. 

“I see no reason why we should 
imposing upon Ger- 
many a treaty whose terms, our 
neighbers say, she will not be able 
to meet; a treaty that robs our an- 
cient friend, China, in a way dis- 
avowed by our negotiators; a treaty 
that lays the foundation for cen- 


o6|turies of blood-letting into which we 
should not be drawn; a treaty that,) 


contrary to our own judgment fails 
to fix the amount of indemnity to 
be paid, leaving that vast question 
to the whim of a majority of a com- 
mission on reparations; a_ treaty 
predicated upon the asertion that a 
stricken and helpless world requires 
our counsel and support, but leaves 
to the beneficiaries the decision as 
to. the measure and character of the 
benefactions they are to receive; a 
treaty that with ominous words pre- 
sages our involvement in the erup- 
tions of suppressed volcanic world 

nditions; a treaty that would re- 
quire us to underwrite all the re- 
gional understandings between na- 
tions recognized by the league, most 
of which are yet secret and undis- 
closed, and when disclosed might 
drive us to acts of injustice similar 
to that which the President felt him- 
self compelled ta acquiesce in the case 
of Shantuneg.” ; 

Senator Knox said a state of peace 
actually would be established in the 
world as soon ag three of the great 
powers had ratified the treaty, and 
that the United States should make 
her own peace status complete by a 
concurrent resolution of Congress. 

Declaring the Foreign Relations 
Committee had tried in vain to get 
important data relating to ‘he tresty, 
the Senator said the people at last 
were waking to the true issue as the 
facts about the Versailles negotia- 
tions leaked out, 

“Little by little,” he continued, 
“they are bringing a divulgence of 
the facts connected with the treaty, 
and they may now hope finally to 
see the whole of the great, gaunt 
tragedy into which those whom they 
had charged with protecting them 
were about to betray them. 

“What is it. about these things 
that the people cannot know? What 
is there to hide from them? Must 
we take this thing, as the German 
people must; take it, unsight and 
unseen? Are we to be no more ad- 
vantaged than our fallen enemies?”
